Hon: Did Kwok Kwal and Lo Shiitake any 
Interest at all arider the will, and If so, what 
Interest, Mr, Sharp, for the plaintiff, contended 
that Kwok Kwal and Lo Shi took no beneficial 
Interent ‘at all and that on the true construc. 
tion of the will they were only trustees for the 
Persons entitled as néxt of kin under the Statutes 
for the distribution of Intestate estates. Mr,

Q. SHARP, PRILANTHROPIST, ETC., IN THE 
POLICE COURT. . 


At the Pollce Court this morning, before Mr; 
Hastings, Mr. Grarville Sharp appeared in 
reaponge toa summons, issued at the Instance of 
Mr. H. P. Tooker, Fxecatlve Engineer of the 
Pablic Werks Department, In which it wae 
stated :—(1) that the said defendant an a certain 
day of October did unlawfully commence build- 
ings on works apon Inland Lot No. 676 without 
givicg, notice in writing to the Surveyor General 
of his intention to commence the same, according 
to the form contained in schedule A attached to 
Ordinance 15 of 1889,.a8 required by section 70°; 
(2) anlawfally did commence the said bullding or 
work, without submitting poper plans of the same 
to the Surveyor General as required by seciton 69 
‘of Ordinance 18 of 1889, (3) on sundry days io 
October, 1894, did unlawfully erect two 
externs! walla and one party-wall at Nos, 504 
and 506 Queen's Road West, on Inland Lot 676, 
in conteavention of sectlon 11 sub-section B of 
Ordinance £6 of 1891 and section 14 of the 
same. law, ; ; 

H, P. Tooker, Executive Encineer of the 
Public Works Department, stated that shortly 
alter the sth of October the defendant com- 
menced bullding operations-upoa Inland lot 676 
at houses Nos, 504 and 06 Queen's Road West’ 
without giving notice or submitting’ plans as 
required by sectlons 69 and 70 of Ordinances 15 
of 1889, He (witness) now produced « copy of a 
notice that was served on the defendant to 
abate the -nolsance, 

His Worabip to defendant—Do you admit the 
notice being served on you 7? 

Mr. Sharp—-Oh ! entirely. 

Witness, continuing, aald that the defendant 
replied on the 25th ultimo to the effect that the 
plans had not then been completed. The letter 
in question was produced in Court as was also 
the initialled’ copy .of the reply from the 
Public Works D p-rtment, requesting that 
the requirements of the law be complied with. 
The letter set forth that defendant did not give 
notice of his intention to commence the work ; 
secondly, that he did not submit plans; and, 
thirdly, ; that the. three wails erected— 
stwo external walls and one party-wall—which 
were only olne inches In width Instead of being 
at leaat fourteen Inches thick. The walls 
exceeded twelve feet in height, and they were 
not erected in accordance with the law and 
appeared very dangerous, especially to the 
inmates of the houses, It was bis (witness) 
daty to apply for an order to have the walls 
polled down and at the same time press for » 
heavy penalty, ae 

The defendant then “spoke some,” and was 
understood to say that he “thought the walls 
had by this time been pulled down.” : 

His Worship fined Mr, Sharp $10 on esch 
count, f¢. ‘thirty dollars in all, avd made 
an order for the dangerous walls to be 
pulled down and demolished within seven days. 

‘Mr. Sharp, who looked very crestfallen, not 
to say sick, the id—fI think the walls have 
been putled down; they will:be before night !”

At the Supreme Cout this morning the public 
examination of A, E. Skeels, Jately commission 
agent and auctlonect of No. 17, Praya Central, 
and formerly manager of the Hongkong ‘Trading 
Company, who fi'ed his schedule In June fast, 
was continued before M . E. J. Ackroyed, Acting 
Chief Justice, Me, H. |. Holmes represented 
the barkrupt, and Mr, H L Dernys appeared 
in the interests of an absentcreditor, Mr. W, M. B. 
Arthur, Chief Clerk of the Magletracy, Mr, 
Bruce Shepherd, Officlal Receiver, conducted the 
examinatlon, vo 

On the last occasion when the bankrupt 
spreared before the ActIng Chief Justice, 
Mr. -Dennys objected to the passing of the 
petiidoner on the grounds that he was obliged to 
do so owing to his client's instructlons, and he 
pointed out that the bankrapt’s petition was not 
filed until two or three months after the sale of 
Mr. Arthur’s furniture, and it was certainly the 
debtor's business to get the money in at once, 

To-day in reply to his lord:bip the bankrupt 
stated he had been throvgh bis Compradore Order 
Book and found $13,0 0 had been paid ont in 
1893 In the course of his business, Some of 
that money represented goods bought and sold. 
The promfssory note for $3000 in favour of his 
first Compradore, which was presented to him by 
Mr. H. L. Dennys, was made out’ “at three 
monthe’ sight," aa 

Hls lordship—The note referred, to by Mr, 
Dennys was for payment three monthe’ after 
aight. When you got that note presented to you 
‘didn't you then look {oto your affairs to see how 
you stood ? 

In reply the bankrupt sald he did laok into 
bis affatrs and found on the books over $2,000, 
besides considerable stock ; about $3,000 worth, 
He pald the first {nstalment, of $1,200, due on 
the note and thought about $800 had been pald 
altogether. He got the $1,200 from moneys 
collected for goods sold, - 

His lordship~-You say you had about $2,000 
on the books ; but didn't you at that tne owe as 
touch to people who had entrusted things to you 
to sell? 

The bankrupt, who spoke very rapidly, replied 
to the effect that all bis accounts were squared 
up at the China New Year and a lot of the 
accounts were settled at the end of the year. 

Mr. Dennys—You stated that your own private 
expenses were $100 amonth. Were they never 
more than $roo a month? ! 

’ Mr Skeels—No, they averaged $100. 

Mr. Dennys~-Did you not pay those oxpenses 
out of the firm's account? 

. Mr. Skeels—Yes, I pald my private expenses

A speclal Imperial Embassy passed through 
Halan the other day en route to Szechuan: The 
business of these hiph dignitaries was to investi. 
gate tbe cause of the illicit sale of several 
thousands of: actes of land to Russian adven- 
turers. It is ‘sald that the Prefect of Nga-chow 
accepted a handsome bribe and sealed at once 
the deeds of sale and bis own doom. As soon 
as ft. became known in Peking the Tsungll 
Yamén sought to plead the illegality of the con- 
tract, but the Russians refuse to allow the plea 
and £0 clalm thelr colony. ‘ ‘ 

Another Russian difficulty, has occurred fn 
‘Turkestan, Two Russ{ans, sald to be explorers, 
crossed the frontier without passports, The 
military mandarin protested, but the Russlans 
proceeded, saylng they would protect themselves, 
Alter two days they returned to demand redress 
for the theft of two of thelr horses, The man- 
darin re-affirmed his protest and‘refused hel; 
Thereupon the Russians took ‘the taw into thelr 
own hands and forcibly seized two horses from 
a cavalcade proceeding to Kansu, The soldiers 
objected and a fight ensued. One of the 
Russians was left sesfously wounded, the other 
fled to Oching to seek the tntervention of the 
Ambassador, NothwithstandIng the dellmitation 
of frontlers, the Chinese here affirm that the 
Russians are slowly but surely sefzing the 
terrltory to the west and south-west of Turkestan.

FROM SRANGHAI TO SEOUL, | 
a 


Writing from the capltal of the country which, [ 


there is reason to believe, the Japanese may 
attempt to clains in.the oot far distant fature as 
their own by right of conquest, a correspondent 
recently wrote to the London Daily Graphic as 
follows: * : , 
Seoul, It mast be confessed, is « mean-looking 
town for the carital of an anclent kingdom, but 
it Is ‘a town which anyone making the grand tour 
of the world shoold by no means neglect to visit. 
Possibly, when this war Is over, we shall hear of 
the organ{ration of a personally condacted tour, 
From Shanghal the journey to Seoul is pleasant 
enough. The trav skirts the Chinc'e const 
in a comfortable little steamer renowned for its 
excellent table, males a call at the balmy little 
watering place Chefoo, the health resort of faded 
Anglo-Celeatlals, and thence crosses to the West 
Korean port of Chemulpo. Then a choice of 
ways is cpento blm. He may sail up the Han 
in a jonk es far as Ma-Po, the river port of the 
capltal, he may make the journey of thirty miles 
in a Korean sedan-chair borne on the shoulders 
of cooler, or he may side tn a procession of 
pack-horses, The ‘k-borse fs, however, on 
the. whole, the preferable mode of progresiion, 
The river {s extremely tortuous, and the journey 
by water long and comfortleas; and the sedan 


chatr is a barbarous {avention centuries behind }. 
Its prototype In Chins, It has no seat, and on¢ la 


corapelled to squat tallor-fasbion on the floor. 

The trave'ler'by pack-horse finds much to 
interest him on the fourney, The land {s 
undclating and plctoresque ; the rond Hes amid 
well-cultivated fields and plains covered: with 
wild flowors. Atthe villages are quaint groups 
of natives, looking, after the dirt and rags of 
China, refreshing ly clean and neat in thetr long 
spotless Udy cotton robes and their curious open- 
work horse-haly' hats, sheped Ike that of 
Mistress Winifred Peice, and in thelr transparency 
revealing the curlas knotted bunch of halr on 
the top of the malo Korean head. The Hitle 
children, too, {n quaint summer costume of a 
Irtle cotton jecket, re ching not: quite down to 
the waist, gaze at one emilingly. There is 
no begging, no abuse, no calling out of “ forelgn 
devils,” or Aloglog stones, such as one may have 
experlenced is China ; and the Inns, if not to be 
compared with the tea-houses of Japan, are 
decidedly superior in point of cleaniiness to the 
squalld nostaitee the Celestial Empire. >: 

Some .elght hours’ slow riding: brings the 
traveller to the picturesque Ilttle port of Ma-Po, 
and here he passes over the very. spot where a 
quarter of a cedtory ago Bishop Berneux and 
three other French missionaries were tortured to 
death by command of ‘the still living father of 
the present King of Korea, Another hour brings 
him to tha western gate of the mother city, and 
after a forther half-hour of winding ia and out 
among narrow, j-amelfing lana, the greet broad 
thoroughfare. fs reachkd, which stretches ina 
perfectly straight ine from the eastern. ga‘e to 
the entrance of the royal palace. Near by may 
be seen the famous bell which for over four 
hundred years hae given the signal for the‘ clot- 
tog of the city gates at dusk and thelr opening 
at dawn, and which has olghtly rung the curfew, 
warning all citizens, under pains and penalties, 
to keep within thelr doors. 

Apart from the palace and the bell, and the 
-Iittle kuot of consulates and European resale 
dences which fs springlog up, there is little of 
Interest to be seen beyond the people them. 
selves. ergo no arts beyond a poor 
imitation of arts of China and Japan.
